The most interesting session of the council, that has been 
held for many a moon took place yesterday when the Canadian 
Pacific Railway officials and the representatives of the city 
came together to endeavor to reach an agreement regarding the 
C.P.R. entrance to the city. It was altogether a five-hour ses 
sion and nothing definite was accomplished, only a tentative 
agreement being arrived at. . 

William Whyte, accompanied by R. R. Jamieson and J. A. 
M. Aikens, solicitor for the C.P-R. arrived by special train at 
about 3.30 and it was 5 o'clock when they reached the city hall 
The council was waiting and they went into session at once. 
The council chamber was literally packed with board of trade 
men and property holders generally who took a lively interest 
in the proceedings. Recognizing the keen public interest, thre 
mayor waived all rules of order and allowed board of trac! 
representatives freedom to address th council at any stage of 
the debate. After an hour of skirmishing for preliminary post- 
tion the railwav officials and the council committee retirea to 
work out the agreement in camera. With a short interlude 
ior dinner, they weve at it until 9.30 when they reported ta 
the council. In the meantime, with Alderman Griesbach in the 
chair a regular council meeting was being held by the other 
members, before whom the east-enders placed their case rega rd- 
ing the incinerator site.
